the thief entered the alley Mohr asked the 
officers to follow him, but they not comply ing 
he asked them to let him have a revolver as, 
if ho should overtake his man. it would only 
to be killed as the thief was well armed, 
lie 
did not get the revolver but, however, started 
off, when the policemen started after him. 
polite manager who at once recognized him 
j evidently somewhat ashamed that they should 
as a gentleman who had been looking at 
diamonds for a week past. 
Instead of in­ 
trusting the diamond customer to the clerk, 
who stood in front, Mr. Mohr stepped be­ 
hind the cases himself, 
“ I must .trouble y ou, 
I hope for the last time, to 
show me 
those earrings,” said the customer pleasantly . 
“ I leave for the east to-night and want to take 
them to my sister.” 
“ Certainly !” and in a moment the tray with 
its dazzling contents lay on the show’ case. 
Diamonds worth $3,0 0 0 lay between the two 
men, as they stood on either side of the show 
case. 
There was nothing in the manner of 
the quiet customer to ex cite suspicion, but it 
flashed through the mind of the cautious man­ 
ager that for the first time in months he was 
selling diamonds at night and almost alone in 
the store, unarmed. 
His clerk, Mr. August 
M. Oehler, who had walked back, sat at the 
deskin the rear of the store. 
When the ab­ 
sence of the revolver occurred to Mr. Mohr he 
at once proceeded to gather in some of the 
vain abb stoneo, probably with a view to re­ 
ducing the risk or making the display less 
tempting. 
As he thrust his hands into the show case 
without turning his back to the customer 
there was a grab made for the contents of the 
tray and when he looked up his polite cus­ 
tomer stood with a dozen diamonds in one 
hand and a leveled 38-calibre Smith & Wes­ 
son revolver in the other. 
There was a mo­ 
ment of surprised recognition as though some 
one had said “ Mr. Manager, this is Mr. Rob­ 
ber, not Mr. Customer.” The 
eler threw up his left arm in time to hit the 
revolver and spoil the robber's aim. 
rushed to the end of the case toward the door 
a distance of four or five feet and succeeded 
in heading off his late customer who had 
made a dash for the door. Again the manager 
looked down the barrel of the robber's revolver 
and again he dashed the weapon aside before 
it could be discharged. 
This time he ran in 
and grappled with the robber and succeeded 
in stopping him in his rush for the door. 
In 
the struggle that followed Mr. Mohr was 
struck three or four times about the head with 
the butt of the revolver, each blow causing 
the blood to gush out in streams. 
In the meantime the clerk, Mr. Oehler. be­ 
gan to comprehend the situation from his 
position in the rear of the store, and taking 
his revolver ran to the assistance of his 
superior. 
He was unable to shoot while the

fear 
of 
hitting 
the 
wrong 
one, 
or 
both, for his revolver 
was a 45-calibre 
weapon of the largest pattern manufactured. 
Finally the blows on Mr. Mohr’s head forced 
him to r«3lease his hold and stagger back. 
At 
this point the deep voice of the monster re­ 
volver in the hands of the clerk was heard, 
but it did not hold the unwilling customer. He 
had dropped the diamonds in his struggle 
with the courageous manager and escaped 
through the door. 
As he left he turned and 
shot back into the store. 
The ball grazed 
Mr. OeliLer’s jugular vein, rubbing off the 
skin from the side of his neck and bury ing 
itself in a show case in the rear of tie store. 
After reaching the street the robber shot back 
into the store at random, the ball boring a 
email hole in the glass of the door and a

As the robber crossed the pavement in front 
©f the store Mr. Mohr's cry of "stop thief” 
caused 0. H. Surrells, a y oung carpenter who 
was passing, to turn as if to interfere. Quick 
as a flash the retreating robber turned and 
firing as he ran from a distance of fifteen 
paces sent a ball crashing through Mr. Sur- 
rells’s front teeth and lodging somewheie 
back of 
his tongue. 
As Surrells fell the 
thief’s revolver sent another ball within a few 
inches of Mr. Mohr's head. 
The manager 
proved to be quite as daring as the robber for 
he persisted in the pursuit until his man, who 
ran across Main Btreet and east on Six th dis­ 
appeared in the alley running south from 
Six th street between Main and Walnut. 
The bold diamond robber had escaped in 
the presence of a thousand people and under 
the glaring light of electric lamps. 
He left as 
a memento for the manager, or as a clue for 
the police, his hat, which fell in his struggle 
in the store. 
Hundreds of people saw him 
plainly and could identify him if given an 
opportunity . 
The police, and those terrors to 
the wicked, the detectives, 
arrived after 
several 
thousand 
peojde 
had 
come 
and 
gone. 
The 
police 
pounced 
on 
the robber's hat and escorted it to headquar­ 
ters under a heavy guard, while the detectives 
dashed frantically up the alley which the 
thief hail taken an hour or so before and have 
not been seen since. 
Mr. Mohr, the mana­ 
ger, whose plucky resistance saved his em­ 
ploy er’s property , w as found after the ex cite­ 
ment had subsided to be in a very weak con­ 
dition as the result of loss of blood. His face 
and clothing was covered with blood which 
flowed from half a dozen ugly gashes in his 
head. 
He was removed to a neighbor­ 
ing news stand for repairs. 
The greatest sufferer was as usual the 
disinterested 
passerby . 
Mr. 0. H. Sur­ 
rells, who, in his effort to stop the armed 
robber w as shot in the mouth will probably 
pay for his bravery with his life. 
He was 


vailing opinion that ghostly apparations and 
my sterious sounds had been seen and heard 
in and about them. 
When called upon j es- 
terday by a reporter Dr. J ackson said: 
“ I 
rather think that I underestimated the num­ 
ber, for I think the society 's committee which- 
has this matter in charge reported a much 
larger one. ” Dr. J ackson further said that 
the committee proposed to rent some of these 
houses and quietly prosecute inquiry into the 
subject.

The police only arrived when tele­ 
phoned for after the ex citement w-as over. Al­ 
though the man is well known to hundreds of

W as h in g t o n , Feb.4.—Yesterday was a sil­ 
ver day in the house, and Bland managed to 
push through his resolution of inquiry of the 
treasury department in respect to pay of 
silver. 
The vote on the passage of the reso­ 
lution was in some degree a test of the 
strength of the silver people, inasmuch that i think, 
every Democrat voting against the recom- I P0R<?3 
mittal and for its passage may properly be 
classed as a silver man. Half the vote against 
it came from this side of the house; many of 
the Republicans so voting are known to be 
open aud avowed anti-silver men. 
The vote 
was far from being a clear test. 
In the coin­ 
age committee, y esterday morning, when the 
question of reporting one resolution was up 
for consideration a motion was made to 
strike out the words asking if the treasury 
departmeut will pursue the samo policy in the 
future as in the past in the matter of pay ing 
silver in meeting the interest on the bonded 
debt and other public dues. 
On this motion 
the committee divided five to seven, Sey ­ 
mour, 
Hemphill, 
J ames, 
Rockwell 
and 
Fuller voting to strike out, and Bland 
Lanham, Norwood, McCreary , By num, Little 
and Felton against. 
Scott was absent, so if 
he had been present the vote would have been 
t> to 7, showing how- close the committee is 
divided,with one shaky Democrat, ex -Seuator 
Norwood, voting with the silver men. 
How 
long he will vote that way nobody seems to 
know. 
Bland admits that the vote in the 
committee y esterday , as well as the vote in 
the house, indicates very little as to the fu­ 
ture. 
The Republicans were certainly anim­ 
ated more by a desire to annoy the adminis­ 
tration aud foment Democratic dissension 
than by any other consideration. 
A number 
of Democrats, on the other hand, disliked 
the inquiry into the future policy of the treas­ 
ury department. 
Hale and Glover were the 
only Missouri members who voted to recom­ 
mit. Burnes, Clardy , Hutton and O'Neill 
were absent, while the others, including the 
two Republican members, voted with Bland. 
Bland's committee had Warner, of Ohio, be­ 
fore them this morning and gave the greater 
part of their session to the consideration of 
his bill. Two more meetings are to be devoted 
to a consideration of the silver question in a 
general way , and it is then intended to try 
and agree on some solution ex pressing the 
majority sentiment of the committee. 
Tins 
will be reported to the house in order to get a 
declaration of its wishes to guide the com­ 
mittee in determining what is desired in the 
matter of new- legislation. 
If the house in­ 
dicates a wish to legislate the committee is 
already amply supplied with suggestions in 
the shape of bills, twenty -four different bills 
having beeu introduced. 
General Weaver has put in two: Sy mes, of 
Colorado, has also introduced one and twenty - 
other members have joined them in the inter­ 
esting task of solving the great national 
problem. 
In the senate eight bills have been intro­ 
duced, Teller alone having introduced three 
different bills. 
There is to be no delay in the inquiry or­ 
dered by the house in response to Sir. Hau- 
back’s resolution of y esterday concerning 
ex penditures by the government relative to the 
rights of the Bell and Pan-Electric compa­ 
nies. 
Mr. Gibson, chairman of the commit­ 
tee on ex penditures in the department of jus­ 
tice, ex pressed the intention to commence on 
Thursday . 
Ex actly what is to be accom­ 
plished in this inquiry , which must be limi­ 
ted if it is conducted strictly according to the 
words of the resolution, few persons are 
able to see. 
It is 
likelv, 
however, 
the 
scandal story touching this matter is to 
fix attention upon the true issue in the gov­ 
ernment suit. 
When that is done the object 
sought to be accomplished by the personal 
attacks will cease to have the charm that they 
momentarily possess, aud the curious manner 
in which Bell got the patent instead of Gray 
will prove much more diverting. 
The rela­ 
tion of this stoiy in court is not, however, 
to be amusing to the Bell company . 
The 
feeling runs pretty high here in Washington 
over the somewhat 
more than shameful 
methods adopted by those who are fighting 
this inquiry to cover up the real issue by 
keeping up a Avar of personalities. 
Very lit­ 
tle approval is to be heard of the vicious 
attacks on Garland. 
Many of Garland’s

enticed him into an up-stairs office, and, 
without warning, assaulted him with a heavy 
walking cane, beating him almost to insensi­ 
bility without tho judge being able to offer 
the slightest resistance. 
While his victim lay 
at his mercy, dazed and bleeding, Cornelison 
coolly drew a < owliide, which he carried con­ 
cealed beneath his clothing, and proceeded to 
count fifty lashes as they were dealt upon tho 
poor judge’s defenseless head and shoulders. 
By this time Judge Beid recovered sutficiently 
to make an attempt at escape, but he was 
mercilessly followed up, and tho cowhide 
continued to rain cruel blows upon him;
